The Examiner notes 
that Bauvois does teach a polyurethane foam, which reads on the "microcellular polyurethane elatomer", and suggests 
that Applicants may wish to elaborate the distinct difference between instantly claimed "microcellular polyurethane 
elastomer" and "polyurethane foam". Applicants also stress that proposed amendment is directed to distinguish the 
structural nonobviousness of the instant invention over the prior art. The Examiner suggests that the support for the 
proposed amendment must be clearly identified.. 
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
